Lake Success, Oct. 14.—The United Nations Poli-

The United States expected the 
present General ‘Assembly to restore 
“some of the lost prestige” of the 
United Nations, ‘Mr John Dulles, 
the United States delegate, told the 
Political Committee today. :

States resolution calling for. the 
setting lip of an interim working 
committee to act while the General 
Assembly is not in session: “The 
peoples. of the world are afflicted by 
international uncertainties, and they 
are frightened by International 
tension, : 

“In consequence, probiems are 
precipitated upon the General An- 
sembly. 

“The Generat Assembly cannot 
disregard its mounting responsibili- 
ties and try to get along with work- 
ing six or cight avecks each year. 

“The probable .tesult would be 
that, attempting to do too much in 
too little a ‘time, the Assembly would 
do nothing well.
